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SELF INTEREST 


“We salute the profession and the American Institute of Decorators 
on its twenty-five years of achievement. This has truly been a quarter 
of a century of progress. The next twenty-five years should be equally 
exciting and important. 

Considerable thought should now be given to a consolidation of the 
great gains that have been made on a professional level.” 

The above is an excerpt from an editorial that appeared just twenty 
months ago in the April 1956 issue of INTERIOR DESIGN magazine. 

It’s the second paragraph of the above quotation that is the object of 
this editorial. Your profession has developed rapidly in the past twenty- 
five years. Great credit for this accomplishment must go to the American 
Institute of Decorators even though its membership represents a minority 
of the total professional talent in the field of Interior Design. It has 
been the dynamic quality of its membership that has given length and 
breadth to the character of the entire profession. 

Your vocation of designing interiors is now truly a profession, a 
profession looked upon with envy by elements in allied professional 
groups. There are forces now operating to encourage the architectural 
profession and the industrial design profession even though they are 
not trained by education or experience to usurp your professional pre- 
rogatives. 

Regardless of whether you are a member of the American Institute of 
Decorators, every interior designer and decorator in this country should 
be alert to this challenge. 

In the Ociober 1957 issue on page 154A we published the definition of 
an architect, an industrial designer and an interior designer and deco- 
rator. If you find an architect or an industrial designer attempting to 
usurp your professional prerogative with a client or prospective client, 
it might be well to refer the client to the above definitions which clearly 
define the three professional functions. In addition, you can point out 
to your clients that these two allied professions lack the education, train- 
ing and experience to create a professional interior. You might also 
point out that the code of ethics of the American Institute of Architects 
prohibits its members from buying or selling merchandise. 

The reputable architectural firm realizes that you perform a highly 
specialized function and that your experience and training is totally 
different from his. In the majority of instances he will want to work 
with you. 

In the December issue we are giving considerable space to the com- 
patible collaboration between members of the American Institute of 
Architects and members of the American Institute of Decorators. This 
feature proves rather dramatically that collaboration between the two 
professions is on the increase. It will continue to increase as the archi- 
tect becomes more familiar with your professional capabilities. 

Although there are many capable architects who are not members of 
the AIA, most architects aspire to membership. Likewise, there are 
many capable interior designers and decorators who do not belong to 
the American Institute of Decorators, However, I urge every qualified 
non-member to seek membership in the AID. This is one sure way 
of safeguarding your profession and your vocation. 
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Model Home For Living 


The eminently livable house illustrated here integrates 
the cardinal principles of a model house—which it was 
when it was acquired as a residence by Hubert B. Layne, 
developer of the luxury Golden Isles community for 
yachtsmen in Hollandale, Florida—for it is a house as 
pleasing to look at as to live in. Charles Goodman, A.1.A. 
was the architect. 

The challenge to the interior designer, Beatrice West, 
color and design consultant and an associate of A.I.D.. 
was to design a house to suit the individual requirements 
of a family with a growing girl and boy, a completely 
livable house which could nevertheless be opened for in- 
spection to the public without interfering with the furni- 
ture arrangements or the family’s mode of life. 

Inspiration for the color scheme was derived from a 
seed mosaic, in beige, orange, charcoal, black and white, 
by Karl Mann. For the large and sunny living room 
Miss West concentrated on neutral colors, from white 
cypress walls and furniture in sandalwood finish to beige 
carpet. And since a model house traffic pattern had io 
be considered as well as the owner’s living habits, there 
were developed two separate areas within the living room: 


one centered around the sectional sofa and marble-top 


cocktail table, the other focused on the hi-fi and television 
units. 

Muted pinks complementing dark mahogany furniture 
form the keynote for the master bedroom; brighter spots 
of color appear in an upholstered chair in red, cerise and 
orange brocade, and in two pink, white and silver up- 
holstered benches. The bathroom adjoining the master 
bedroom continues the pink carpeting, and walls are white 
and gold Italian tile complementing pink fixtures. The 
daughter’s room is developed in a French Provincial 
theme, with all furniture in French blue, the color in a 
lighter tint appearing in bedspreads and in the rug on a 
white terrazzo floor. The son’s bedroom is characterized 
by sharply tailored lines in furniture and a striking color 
scheme, incorporating turquoise, white and orange. 

A patio runs the length of the house, facing the living 
room and daughter’s bedroom, and is edged by the Inter- 
coastal Waterway. Surrounding the pool are rattan sun 
lounges, and dining facilities are provided by a circular 
low table and small taborets of shredded bamboo; for a 
finishing note a Mexican mosaic panel was set into a 
wrought iron table, and, with flanking gondola chairs 
from Italy, forms a conversation grouping for relaxation.

The Bahia Hotel 


The Bahia Hotel is best described as a “boatel.” 
for it is located on a man-made island in Mission 
Bay off La Jolla, California. In designing the in- 
teriors for a new, two-story addition of thirty-two 
units, Gerald Jerome, A.1.D., found a formidable 
challenge in the strikingly beautiful tropical sur- 
roundings. Rather than try to compete with nature, 
however, he let it serve as his design inspiration 
and drew his color schemes from the outdoors: 
burnt orange, gold and brown from the earth; olive 
green and citron yellow from the foliage; aqua- 
marine, navy blue and white from the sea and sky. 
In each of the guest units where these schemes are 
used in rotation, the colors are played against the 
natural texture of the basic concrete block structure 


of the building which is left exposed on two walls. 


Other wall areas are sheathed in sandblasted red- 
wood and fir in random widths, the woods glazed 
with a combination of colors to blend with floor 
covering, curtains and upholstery fabrics. For 
inner-outer harmony, the colors are repeated on 
the exterior walls so that each unit reflects the in- 
terior color scheme. Further coordination is 
achieved by using the same colors on the sails of 
the boats which surround the island for the con- 
venience of guests. In the lobby, a feeling of greater 
space is gained by creating an atmosphere of a 
tropical seashore structure highlighted by a scenic 
wallpaper in an open shutter design to give a per- 
spective of depth. Furniture and accessories were 
selected with a lanai feeling in mind, and the over- 


all scheme is enhanced by tropical plants.

National Homefurnishings Show 


Antiques to window shades, aquariums to wall cover- 
ings, and all topics in homefurnishings which fall alpha- 
betically between were featured in colorful exhibits at 
the National Homefurnishings Show held in September 
at the New York Coliseum. This year’s Show, the eighth 
to be held, was not only the most successful in attendance 
with a total gate of 401,639 reported when the Show 
closed on September 29th after it had been extended for 
a full week, but also the most imaginative in its many 
rooms and exhibits. 

Undoubtedly the center of attraction was the AID 
Pavilion of Style and Ideas sponsored by the New York 
Chapter and designed by Chapter members Pierre 
d’Argout and Neil Ferguson. Shaped in a hexagon un- 
der a scalloped and striped awning, the Pavilion con- 
tained seven vignettes pointing up those nations which 
have been a major influence and inspiration to interior 
designing in America with emphasis on the special forte 
of each nation including marquetry from France, marble 
from Italy, antique ceramics from Persia, carved wood 
from England. 

Other highlights of the Show were a series of twelve 
rooms designed by members of the New York Chapter 
linked by a theme of “Live with Color” and ten model 
rooms sponsored by members of the Decorative Furni- 
ture Manufacturers who for the first time in the history 
of the Show sponsored joint participation. Strongly evi- 
dent in these rooms was a feeling of lushness and ele- 
gance achieved by the use of rich materials and the 
blending of fine antiques with contemporary furnishings.

Four years ago in Savannah, Ga., when the birthplace 
of Juliette Gordon Low, founder of the Girl Scouts of the 
U.S.A., was threatened to be demolished, the Girl Scout 
organization was, thanks to the contributions of Girl 
Scouts of all ages and the generosity of Mrs. Eleanor 
Wayne MacPherson, a niece of the founder, able to pur- 
chase the historic building and begin its restoration and 
maintenance as a center for Scouting. When the build- 
ing was finally completed, with many of its original 
furnishings and accessories returned, the outcome was 
marked recently by modest ceremonies to the memory of 
the woman who brought Girl Scouting to the United 
States nearly 46 years ago. Marguerite Sinkler Valk, 
AID, was the Interior Designer-Decorator. 

The house, of typical Regency architecture, is con- 
sidered one of the best surviving examples of the work 
of William Jay, an English architect who was responsible 
for many of the handsome residences erected in Savannah 
in the decades between 1820 and 1840, of which only a 
few survive. It was originally commissioned by James 
M. Wayne, mayor and, later, congressman, who upon 
moving to Washington, D. C., sold the residence to a 
nephew, William Washington Gordon, who, in 1815, had 
been the first Georgian to be graduated from the U. S. 
Military Academy at West Point; it was the son of this 
nephew who was the father of Juliette (“Daisy”) Gordon 
Low, born in 1860. 

The house, when first completed, consisted of a rez-de- 
chaussée, a parlor floor and upper floor of bedrooms. An- 
other floor was added about 1885, and the open semi- 
circular porch overlooking the garden, characteristic of 
houses in the Regency style, was enclosed, The ground 
floor now accommodates a Girl Scout museum, a modern 
kitchen, dining area and assembly hall, for group meet- 
ings. The old coach house and servants’ quarters have 
also been converted to modern use, with the neglected old 
garden fully restored by the members of the local Dog- 
wood Garden Circle. 
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Mahogany highboy, one of 
original furniture items in 
furnishings restored to house, 
is interesting for example of 
crude rendition of Chippendale 
designing.

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A Place to Live and a Place to Work 


At 2707 Fairmount Street, approximately ten blocks 
from downtown Dallas, interior designer Ed Spillars 
lives and works in a former Victorian boarding house. 
It is doubtful, however, if any of the previous occupants 
would recognize the building today with its strikingly 
modern facade and handsome new interiors as conceived 
by designer Spillars. This transformation has also played 
an important role in an overall rejuvenation of the neigh- 
borhood, setting the pace for many attractive offices and 
decorating shops which have sprung up around it. 

In remodeling, only the foundation and basic structure 
of the original house remain unchanged, and the interior 
was literally rebuilt with new walls, windows, flooring 
and plumbing. When asked to comment on any par- 
ticular problems he encountered in redesigning the house, 
Mr. Spillars replied with characteristic wit: “Strangely 
enough, there were no problems at all! I laid out the 
basic plans of what | wanted, took them to an architect 
and had him do the technical part of it. I thought it 
would take a lot of imagination and little money but | 
found that it took a lot of money and little imagination.” 
Such modesty, however, does not pay sufficient tribute to 


his talent as an interior designer and a thoroughgoing 


command of his profession which stems from an extensive 


background including stage design, three years operating 
a shop in New York and a stint with Nieman Marcus be- 
fore opening his own shop in Dallas in 1946. He also 
helped found the Texas Chapter of the American Institute 
of Decorators, served as the first president of the Chapter, 
and has been on the National Board of Governors. 
Highlights of the interior, of which only the downstairs 
living and working areas are shown here, include a formal 
drawing room in warm tones of gold and yellow with an 
especially effective window treatment of gold and white 
striped draperies and sheer white café curtains on brass 
poles. Into this room, Mr. Spillars has also brought an 
outstanding collection of antiques and works of art—an 
exquisite series of antique wallpaper panels, antique 
French doors, and period furniture combining both 
antiques and reproductions. A combination shop and 
office, designed in the manner of a smart living room, has 
crisp contemporary touches with black and white tile 
floor, lemon walls, voile curtains in alternating panels of 
lemon and white at a wide expanse of windows, and built- 
in illuminated shelves for displaying art objects. An 
adjoining storage and sample room leads to the delightful 
patio with its old pink brick floor and black wrought 
iron furniture, the entire area enclosed by a white fence.

Although both have homes else- 
where in the country, they found that rather than staying 
in a hotel while in New York, it was more to their advan- 
tage to have an apartment which would also function as 
an office. The living room here from the apartment of 
writer-producer Tom Lewis is designed for entertaining 
clients in comfort or working at a long writing table, sur- 
rounded on two sides by built-in bookshelves. In addi- 
tion to an adjoining bedroom, the sofa pulls out to form 
twin beds to accommodate overnight guests. The L- 
shaped living-dining room on the opposite page belongs 
to theatrical producer Hope Abelson whose most recent 
production, The Egghead, is currently appearing on 
Broadway. Designer Bell, once associated with the 
theatre himself, has ably interpreted his client’s needs 
with simple, contemporary furnishings and a layout pur- 
posely kept open so that fairly large gatherings of actors 
can move about freely as they enact preliminary readings

Art in Interiors—195/ 











Some of America’s best-known interior designers 
have collaborated with Midtown Galleries in pre- 
senting its annual Art in Interiors series at the gal- 
leries, 17 East 57th Street, in New York. A feature 
of Midtown Galleries’ 25th Anniversary year, and 
the sixth Art in Interiors show, was the exhibition 
of settings by six interior designers, including Abra- 
ham W. Geller, A.I.A., who used contrasting ma- 
terials and unusual lighting to emphasize the paint- 
ings and sculpture used; Jack Hartrick, A.I.D., of 
William Pahlmann Associates, who showed a gar- 
den room with paintings and sculpture set against 
jet-black glass walls; Mary T. Luscher, A.I.D., whose 
lady’s dressing room in light colors underscored the 
spirit of the paintings and sculpture in the room; 
James R. Patterson and John Stuart Burns, whose 
design for a stateroom was the most unusual decora- 
tive treatment of the group; Guy Roop, A.I.D., 
who made a large painting the feature of a small 
library; and John B. Wisner, A.I.D.. who created a 
small area for private devotion around a religious 
painting in a cabinet which, when closed, becomes 
part of a well-designed room. 

Every year hundreds of persons from all parts of 
the country have visited the Galleries to see how 
leading interior designers have assembled rooms in 
which good contemporary American art is the leit 
motif, aiding these visitors in visualizing how paint- 
ings and sculpture which they select can be placed 
in their own homes, Visiting interior designers 
have been enthusiastic about these interiors exempli- 
fying the use of good art in interiors expressive of 
the best contemporary taste.

Free Expression in Design 


Decorators are working in a golden age of con- 
temporary interior design. Never before have they 
had so abundantly the opportunities of free expres- 
sion that they enjoy today. This is because of a 
more numerous and appreciative clientele which 
exists in the present century, resulting in a sub- 
stantial and developed society with the means for 
expression in taste. For a society without interior 
design ends up with a culture without artistic in- 
spiration, or artistic continuity, and thus, ulti- 
mately, without humanity. In a society such as 
exists today, in which uncertainty is the watchword, 
there is the need above all for the guiding influence 
of the capable interior designer. Yet unless he can 
enjoy the privilege of free expression in his work 
this influence will be negligible. 

Free expression in interior designing can be ex- 
tremely misleading. The fact is that creativity is 
just a matter of purposeful procedure. It is all as 
simple as that. Everybody has talent for something. 
But in interior designing it all depends on how 
much interest the interior designer has in a given 
problem, and how much effort he is willing to 
expend in achieving whatever goal in design he 
sets himself. 

Even if his free expression at times seem to 
approach license, it is valid as a gesture—a gesture 
on the side of production in manufacturing—and 
therefore valuable in its own right. 

The free expression—and opportunities for origi- 
nality in designing—enjoyed by Hans N. Wormann, 
architect and interior designer, in creating a lux- 
urious cooperative apartment for his client on 
Fifth Avenue, in New York, is evident in the many 
uncommon details not generally associated with the 
usual apartment developed in the contemporary 
style. And yet this would seem the natural outcome, 
what with such generously dimensioned rooms, but 
an examination of the photographs will reveal that 
the happy outcome is also the result of careful 
planning on the part of the interior designer who 
has keyed the proportions of the rooms to the char- 
acter and serviceability of the areas they constitute. 
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Living room, in symphony of beige, turquoise and brown tones, 
has designed-to-order quality evidenced in Salubra beige wall- 
paper and V’Soske handwoven free-form rug coalescing color 
scheme and furniture layout and Maria Kipp handwoven uphol- 
stery and drapery fabrics; Modrian composition is suggested by 
chimneybreast with ledge reinforced for sitting, developed in 
walnut and Norwegian rose marble by Trani; hand-sculptured 
brass applique from Finland House, who also supplied brass pull- 
up lighting fixture. 











In this respect the apartment expresses a grow- 
ing new attitude toward apartment living, since so 
many apartments are cooperative (or owned by 
the occupants) nowadays, in its air of permanency 
heretofore reserved for the town or country house. 
This is evident in the extensive use of built-in 
furniture and lighting, the installation of a marble 
hearth and chimneybreast in the living room, spe- 
cially designed floor and ceiling in the dining room, 
and the use of an area rug, in the living room, 
specially designed for the space it occupies, all 
elements creating an atmosphere of permanency. 
The opening up of the floor plan, beginning with 
the foyer, and opening walls to form larger areas— 
as between the foyer and dining room—and the 
installation of large areas of mirrored walls, also 
contribute to this effect. In addition the apartment 
is completely air-conditioned, but the air vents are 
successfully concealed, assuring year-round com- 
fort regardless of the season. That this feature is 





not evident is another credit to the designing 
abilities of Mr. Wormann. 

It will be observed that there is plenty of storage 
space. Provision for storage is a serious matter in 
designing the modern apartment. And merely add- 
ing more closets is not always the answer, as Mr. 
Wormann was aware; besides, in the present in- 
stance an open floor plan, glass partitions and 
curved walls constituted specific problems that did 
not lend themselves to a conventional treatment. 
Accordingly the interior designer has provided 
built-in cabinets and storage walls that seem part 
of the architecture, dimensioning the interior of 
each to the articles which it must accommodate. 
Equipment, of course, is stored near its point of 
use: closets for coats in the hall; a cabinet to ac- 
commodate television, and a cabinet-bar in the 
living room; service buffet and cabinet for china, 
silver and wines in the dining room; built-in stor-

age cabinets, and a cabinet for a second television 
set in the library; and built-in cabinets and drawer 
compartments in the dressing room, for a third 
television set, bridge tables and chairs; and fitted 
closets in all the bedrooms, 

Free expression in designing is evident elsewhere 
in the specially designed wall table accompanying 
the lounge chairs in the living room, the specially 
designed planting area and console in the hall, the 
circular glass wall between hall and dining room, 
the marble chimneybreast and fireplace in the living 
room, the cove ceiling and inlaid floor in the dining 
room, as well as most of the actual furnishings 
throughout. 

The success of the interior designer may be 
judged from the studied arrangements of furniture 
planned deliberately for the quality of comfortable 
living which they contribute, the effective grouping 
of accessories to enhance this desirable quality, and 
the satisfying scheme of color distribution through- 
out, bringing the entire apartment into a beautiful

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New Approach to Sculpture 


There has developed in contemporary interiors a de- : ‘ 
mand for sculptural forms that are in harmony; 
and to satisfy it, many techniques have been tried, 
some ending with naive design and amateur craftsman- . 
ship, but few embody the necessary feeling of lightness, 
informality of design and sound construction to be truly 
characteristic of the contemporary spirit in its more 
typical attributes. In the bent metal designs of Robert 
Foster, sculptural mass is suggested rather than actually 





realized, and the results are particularly pleasing. Made 
of bronze sheeting, the section invariably ends as a + in

plan, and from any viewpoint gives the true silhouette of 
the figure. The result is a light-weight sculpture that 
admits some of the space surrounding it, and the inter- 
locking arches in each instance give it structural strength, 
even when the object has been fabricated from relatively 
thin sheet metal, reflecting his engineering education. 
As will be observed, the Foster sculptures have strong 
photographic qualities, and various dramatic effects can 
be obtained with them with controlled lighting governing 
the depth of shadow. In this respect the sculptures, when 





viewed in strong light, are found to have sharply con-

trasting highlights and shadow areas made by the right 
angle planes which give greater visibility than the 





rounded contours of conventional sculpture. 





Animals are a favorite subject with the sculptor as 
their anatomical variations offer a wide range of struc- 
tural planes, with each animal being chosen for the design 
problem it represents; and in this respect prehistoric 
animals have been used, the technique somewhat reminis- 
cent of Ice Age art. Invariably several preliminary 
models are tried under varying lighting conditions before 
the final design is executed in sheet metal. This is an 
unconventional approach to sculptural form, but Foster 
feels that it is more in sympathy with the current trends 
in interior design and architecture than the more familiar 


solid mass sculpture whose forms, whether in wood, glass, 





stone, ceramics or cast metal, are more closely related to 
the massive interiors of a former day and to an earlier 





masonry wall style of architecture.

Business Practice 


Tn planning is a basic business function and should 
be surveyed periodically during the tax year. However, 
with the year drawing to a close, it is time now to provide 
and implement tax-saving programs. It is time now to 
review the results of the operations for the past 10 months 
of the business. Tax conclusions from such reflections 
may be crystalized to effect possible savings. It is well 
to understand that caution and prudence must be exer- 
cised in establishing a program so that there can be no 
question of official censure. These articles will set forth 
some areas of income and expenses within the decorating 
field which can be affected by tax planning. This article 
is not meant to be a full treatise on the subjects men- 
tioned, but will serve to call your attention to them, with 
a brief explanation of how they work. 

The business form, whether Corporate, Partnership or 
Individually owned business will, of course, have some 
effect upon the desired tax-saving program. In general, 
the items listed below may be applied to the business struc- 
ture, despite the variance in formation. The tax-saving 
programs are also affected by the business method, 
whether “accrual basis” or “cash basis,” and by the 
profits earned and the tax brackets involved. 

The profits and tax brackets are affected by the follow- 
ing items which you, as the taxpayer, are in a position 
to govern: 


Deferring Sales 

Where it is possible, sales may be held over until the 
following tax period. The effect of deferring sales will 
be to put the profits on those sales into the following tax 
period, since all that will appear on your books will be 
the inventory of any items you have purchased for a client 
at cost. However, you must carefully observe the effect of 
non-billing upon your own financial status, since you will 
also be deferring the collections of your client’s accounts 
receivable. 


Inventories 

Pricing of inventories has a definite effect upon the 
taxable net profit of a business. Where inventories are 
employed, accrual basis of accounting must be used in 
regard to purchases and sales. In the interior decorating

field, inventories consist basically of merchandise and 
services purchased for a client and not billed to that client 
at the time of closing the books. Care must be observed 
that the cost basis be consistently applied to each item. 
However, if it appears that some goods which had been 
held for an appreciable length of time now have a much 
lower value, and the billing to the client will be affected, 
then the substituted lower market price should be used. 


Bad Debts 


The interior designing field is not without its problems 
concerning bad debts and the question of the uncollecti- 
bility of some of the accounts is always a ‘tremendous 
problem. Where the business operates on a cash basis, a 
bad debt deduction is not allowed unless it represents an 
actual cash loss. When the business is on an accrual 
basis, an uncollectible account becomes a deduction from 
gross income when it becomes wholly worthless during 
the taxable year. All accounts receivable balances should 
be aged and studied for possible uncollectible items. When 
it appears that an item is actually uncollectible, strong 
attempts should be made to collect such accounts. If the 
evidence indicates that the accounts are worthless, they 
should then be written off. The writing off of bad debts 
is a charge against income during the taxable year, and 
as such, will serve to reduce tax liability. 


Compensation of Officers or Employees 

When the business operations reflect a healthy profit, 
which of course will result in high taxes, it is a good 
policy to distribute some of the earnings of the company 
to both the officers and employees. The company will 
benefit by a boost in personnel morale without carrying 
the full cost, because such bonuses are deductible for tax 
purposes and will serve to cut down the tax liability of 
the corporation. In paying bonuses to principals of a 
corporation, the tax brackets of both the individuals and 
the corporation must be studied for the possible tax 
bracket percentage savings.

Annual dues of 
member firms will be based upon the members’ estimated 
volume of domestic sales in the homefurnishings field. 
A Steering Committee has been appointed and will have 
its first meeting in November.
